that dealers have had no oppor- 
tunity to advertise their service 
for these new cities and the whole 
thing has become a mess for them 
to handle. In our issue of last 
week we printed a brief an- 
nouncement suggesting that col- 
lectors who had already ordered 
the two stamps from Savannah 
and Washington, should send or- 
ders to their dealers for the two 
new cities, Baltimore, Md., for the 
Telegraph stamp and Kings Point, 
N. Y., for the Steamship Stamp. 
We hope that everyone saw this 
notice and acted accordingly. 


We are told in P. O. Dept. an- 
nouncements that these three new 
stamps pay tribute to what “Com- 
munications Systems” have done 
toward the war effort. We should 
expect from this statement that 
there will be a new stamp for the 
Radio which is unequaled as a 
communications system in the 
war effort either at home or on 
the battlefield. We might also 
hope that the great Trucking fleets 
that cover our American High- 
ways and that cart the material 
to the battle lines will also be re- 
cognized in the same manner, 


Also, what about the Telephone. 
Certainly the series will be an idle 
gesture to Communications, un- 
less these other systems _ are 
equally honored. 


As yet there is no further news 
from Washington on the coming 
Philippines and Korea stamps. Let 
us hope that the dates can be an- 
nounced soon, 

A bit of legislation before con- 
gress is of interest to collectors. 
There is a bill to provide “Postal 
Notes’. These would be issued in 
small denominations of 10c, 50c, 
$1.00, $1.50 and on up by multi- 
ples of 50c to $10.00. Fér any sum 
other than the face of the note, 
postal note stamps would be is- 
sued and attached to the notes. 
These would cost but 5c each and 
would supplant Money Orders. 

These are necessary if the De- 
partment does not want to lose 
all its money order business for 
small sums since the new rate for 
small amounts is so high that 
Banks are taking the business 
profitably at a lower rate.

Air Mail Letter 
Card For Prisoner 
Of War Letters 





* An air-mail letter card will be 
made available for free distribu- 
tion through post offices to faci- 
litate and expedite mail to pris- 
oners of war and civilians de- 
tained or interned in enemy or 
enemy-occupied countries, Post- 
master General Frank C. Walk- 
er announced last night. 
The air-mail postage rate of 
six cents a half ounce or fraction 
thereof is applicable to these 
cards. 
The principal advantage of the 
letter card, Mr, Walker said, is 
that it makes possible speedy 
clearance of prisoner of war mail 
by censorship authorities in the 
United States and also in enemy 
territory. 
The card is so constructed as 
to provide for folding into a uni- 
form and distinctively marked, 
unsealed envelope. Nothing may 
be enclosed with the message, 
Mr. Walker stressed. 
The Office of the Provost Mar- 
shal General, War Department, 
which provides the forms for dis- 
tribution through the Postal 
Service, strongly urges the use 
of the lette« card in correspond- 
ing with prisoners of war. 
Recently it was. learned 
through Swiss intermediary 


would. not deliver mail address- 
ed to American prisoners of war 
if it bore endorsements or slo- 
gans intended to promote the 
United Nations’ war effort. Can- 
cellations and stamps with such 
slogans as “Win the War,” “V”, 
“For Defense” are typical of the 
phrasings which are under the 
German ban. 

To insure against the use of 
such stamps and cancellations, 
the Department has provided for 
a system under which the air- 
mail letter card will be enclosed 
in an outer envelope, without 
postage, addressed “Postmaster— 
Prisoner of War Air-Mail,” for 
deposit in any mail depository, 
or the letter card may be hand- 
ed to a clerk at a service window 
in the post office or a branch or 
station thereof, without the outer 
envelope. 

The sender writes his letter 
with his name and address and 
the name and address of the pris- 
oner, in the space provided, and 
should use a typewriter or hand 
printed block capitals. The send- 
er folds and fastens the card and 
affixes the required postage. 

This letter sheet may be used 
in corresponding with prisoners 
of war in Japanese custody under 
restrictions imposed by the Japa- 
nese Government limiting letters 
to not to exceed 24 words. 

Distribution to all post offices 
may not be completed for a week 
or ten days. 





Suggests 23c Stamp 
For Registered Mail 


Mr. Joseph Stefniak of Chicago 
suggests that there be added to 
the current Presidential] series a 
23c stamp for registered letters 
since the registry rate is now 20c 
and postage 3c. It might also be 
just as desirable to have a 26c 
stamp to cover double rate let- 
ters. 

Such a new stamp would up- 
set the sequence in the Presi- 
dential series and would call for 
a distinctive design.

World Conditions have had their effect on the auction. market 
for stamps and the subject has lately been receiving wide-spread 
publicity. There is no question that sources of supply for stamps 
have been considerably curtailed because of the war, and for that 
reason, more emphasis has been placed on the auctions as a source 
of supply. However, the total amount of stamps changing hands by 
@way of the auctions is, in reality, 


only a small percentage of the 
entire business being done in 
stamps. Just what relation the 
auctions may bear to the whole 
stamp business is a question hard 
to answer. It is much more ine 
teresting to look over the various 
auction sales which have been 
taking place during the past few 
months, for, in a large sense, they 
represent a “cross section” of the 
more advanced collections owned 
throughout the country. 

In making such a survey, I 
have utilized a hundred auction 
catalogues, selected at random, of 
sales which have taken place dur- 
ing the past few months, as well 
as those scheduled for the next 
few weeks. These observations 
pertain only to the United States 
stamps. Some of the sales were 
composed exclusively of stamps 
from a single collection, while 
others were obviously the combi- 
nation of a number of consign- 
ments of varying natures. Thus, 
from a point of view of rarity and 
philatelic interest, no analysis of 
the relative merits of the differ- 
ent sales could be _ pertinently 
made, but an analysis of the quale 
ity of the stamps is of considerae 
ble interest and importance. 

The one feature that stands out 
most prominently is the extreme- 
ly small percentage of lots in sue 
perb condition. Less than 5 per 
cent of the stamps in all of these 
sales are in this condition, and it 
is conclusive evidence of the truth 
of the oft repeated statement that 
there is a real shortage of superb 
quality material in the market. 

The bulk of the stamps making 
up these sales are average mater-= 
ial in average condition. A good 
80 per cent of all the stamps of- 
fered are in this class. Since 
stamps like this form the basis 
for a large part of the general 
stamp business, their demand at 
auction is, naturally great. The 
other 20 per cent consists of very 
fine and superb stamps and may 
be divided into 15 per cent “very 
fine” and 5 per cent “superb”, to 
use “round figures”. Naturally, 
these figures would not pertain 
to any given sale. They are the 
average of a hundred sales, taken 
collectively. Yet, breaking down 
these sales individually, one finds 
a surprisingly small number 
which present material of a cone 
sistently high grade of quality. 
With such figures at our command 
it is not difficult to understand 
the increasingly higher prices be- 
ing paid for “very fine” and “sue 
perb” stamps. Whether one cone 
demns or condones the fact, 
everyone is bound to recognize 
that values of United States 
stamps, particularly the early ise

New Discoveries In 
Recent Flag Stamps 


There is still evidently plenty 
to be found in the series of flag 
stamps for the overrun nations. 
Every week we hear of many 
new finds, most of a trivial nature 
but almost always of items that 
are well worth hunting for and 
which should have full recognition 
as outstanding varieties. 

This week, Mr. H. W. Belcher 
of North Hollywood, Calif., re- 
ports a sheet of the Poland stamp 
in which he states the center 
states that the red in the flag 
pole or outline for the flag. This 
would possibly indicate that the 
entire black print was missing 
although Mr. Belcher does not 
so state. Whether the shading is 
in the flag is an unknown point. 

Mr. Belcher also reports the 
Czechoslovak stamp with the “red 
or the flag and the name” shifted 
sideways. This is what we have 
already chronicled in other 
stamps as a double print of the 
name. In this instance Mr. Belcher 
states that tthe red i nthe flag 
is also shifted. If this is correct 
it is the first instance in which 
this variety has been noted as all 
others reported were with shift 
or double print in name only. 

We would account for this by 
the belief that in the other stamps 
reported the name was printed by 
itself and not with any color in 
the flag. In the Czechoslovak 
stamp we would believe that the 
name and the color in the flag 
were printed at the same time. 

It certainly will be interesting, 
if officials of the Bank Note Com- 
pany can be persuaded in later 
years to give us an article with 
their explanation as to how these 
various misprints occurred, In the 
meantime we continue to urge 
collectors to scan every copy of 
any of these stamps that pass 
through their hands.

Inverts 

The problem of inverted pre- 
cancels sometimes is very puzzl- 
ing to the beginner in precancels. 
Here are a few facts condensed 
as much as possible and yet be 
expicit enough to be of help. No 
invert nor any other position such 
as up or down and the like have 
any added value if a handstamp 
precancel. In other words any 
U-type from U-43 on with the 
exception of the city type coil 
styles are in this division. At one 
time positions were priced, fin- 
nally cut down to only listing 
them and now they are not even 
listed. Bluntly this is to discour- 
age favoritism. Now as to the 
printed precancels of course 
there are no inverts in Bureaus 
and but very few up or down po- 
sitions. In the electro or printed 
city types the value of an invert 
of course depends on_ several 
things. Generally speaking inverts 
are somewhat scarcer than nor- 
mals because the printers natur- 
ally try to print every thing right 
side up. There are many excep- 
tions and the catalogs that exist 
have a pretty good idea of the re- 


and they generally have reason 
for their prices.

It takes time to introduce anything new to the public. For two 
years now, we have been trying to give the pubile a real Philatelic 
Newspaper. We aim to print News, as much news as we can get 
hold of and regret that we can not get hold of enough each week 
to fill our columns.

dough to spend for good stamps. As this fact becomes more apparent 
to these dealers we are being loaded with more and more advertising 
copy until we are again at a point where we are sorely crowded for 
space, you need only to look over the columns of last week’s 
issue and this week to see what we mean. 

The Rialto Stamp Company are currently running their com- 
plete price list of single stamps in our columns, each week one or 
several countries. This is a splendid list for you to watch. Phil Ward 
Jr., of Philadelphia is at the other end of this scale by offering the 
worlds finest U. S. Cover collection at auction. Thus we have the 
highest quality material vieing with the ordinary. Linn’s Readers 
will absorb a good bit of both. ;

STAMP AUCTIONS SHOW 
SHORTAGE OF STAMPS

sues, are predicated on condition. 
Since an average of only 20 per 
cent of first class condition is of- 
fered, it follows naturally that 
stamps of this quality are bid to 
prices that bear no relationship to 
the merchandise values of aver- 
age condition. This is the result 
of the increasing knowledge of 
philatelists of the real scarcity of 
such material as compared to the 
average run. While wartime con- 
ditions and dislocation of world 
markets certainly has its effect in 
the average grade of stamps, the 
activity in first quality material is 
due to a recognition of genuine 
scarcity. Speculative influences 
cannot operate in such stamps. 
There is not enough of sueh qual- 
ity to permit speculation. Neither 
can “hedging against inflation” 
have any effect, and for the same 
reason, despite the fact that ru- 
mors have been spread and con- 
tinue to be spread that “specula- 
tive influence” are fording the 
prices of stamps upwards. One 
notes that stamps of prime quality 
are almost invariably purchased 
by the same group of buyers who 
purchased them in normal times. 
That is about the best answer that 
can be given to those “interested 
parties” who make a hue and cry 
that inflation has taken hold of 
the stamp market. True, there is 
more money available, but its 
only effect is to make it possible 
for the informed philatelists to in- 
dulge their desires for the finest 
pieces more liberally than in 
times of greater financial string- 
ency. This greater freedom of 
money has done little more than 
emphasize the true relative scar- 
city of stamps in first class con- 
dition. 

Surveying these hundred sales 
catalogues, only a few sales stand 
out for the fact that the material 
offered was of a consistently high 
standard. Each of the catalogues 
listed at least a few pieces of un- 
usual nature or quality, but the 
percentage of such things in re- 
lation to the whole offering was 
small. What are 30 superb items 
in a sale of a thousand lots... 
a mere 3 per cent. This survey 
covered sales from the first of the 
year up through the catalogues I 
have so far seen for sales to take 
place in June. Three of these sales 
were noteworthy for the predom- 
inance of stamps in first class 
condition. The Karl Burroughs 
collection was certainly in this 
class. This collection, sold about 
two months ago by D. F. Kelleher 
of Boston, comprised selected 
pieces throughout. In fact, within 
its limitation, it might be consid- 
ered one of the most important 
philatelic sales of the past twenty 
years. I say “within its  limita- 
in the sense of any attempt at 
tions” for it was not a collection 
completeness, but was an accumu- 
lation of choice things mainly 
of the early U .S. issues. Another 
sale in which high quality played 
such an important part was an 
anonymous property sold within 
the past few weeks by Harmer, 
Rooke & Co. This sale, too, was 
composed largely of pieces select- 
ed with discrimination. A third 
such sale, which is not to take 
place until the first part of June, 
is that of the Bohle-Howell col- 
lections, to be sold by Vahan Mo- 
zian, Inc. Unlike the two sales 
cited above, this is not limited to 
any particular period of our 
stamps but covers almost the en- 
tire range of U. S. collecting, in 
all its branches. A good 75 per 
cent to 80 per cent of all the lots 
are in very fine to superb condi- 
tion, an unusual ratio in compari- 
son with the general average of 
auction offerings. 

I believe the most pronounced 
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feature of the auctions is the real 
scarcity of stamps of first class 
quality. After all, such an analy- 
sis of a hundred sales catalogues 
of the present time cannot fail to 
present a reasonably dependable 
picture of collections of auction 
calibre, by and large. I believe 
that I am coming very close to the 
mark by saying that 80 per cent 
of the contents of any hundred 
U. S. collections, taken at random, 
would be averaged conditioned 
stamps, while 20 per cent would 


be of a superior grade. And only} 


3 per cent of these collections 
would show a high average, say 
75 per cent or greater, of really 
first class stamps. I make ‘this 
statement with the full realization 
that many stamps_ considered 
“very fine” or “superb” may not 
actually be what they seem, just 
as my analysis was based on the 
examination and photographs of 
the stamps in_ these - auctions 
through the facilities of the Phila- 
telic Research Laboratories, Inc., 
and not necessarily as to how they 
may have been described in the 
auction catalogue.

The second new stop is identi- 
cal to the first. It is the addi- 
tion of Topeka, Kansas, to Bran- 
iff Airways AM-9, likewise as a 
new point between Kansas City, 
Missouri, and Wichita, Kansas. 
AM-9 is Braniff Airways north- 
south route from Chicago to Fort 
Worth. Both AM-2 and AM-9 
are parallel between Kansas City 
and Wichita. 

The third newly authorized 
flight is the addition of Hutchin- 
son, Kansas, to AM-60, which is 
Continental Airlines new Kansas 
City-Denver route, as a new stop 
between Denver, Colo., and Sal- 
ina, Kansas. However, I don’t 
think there will be any non-stop 
flights between Denver and Hut- 
chinson, since the main purpose 
of this new authorization is to 
make a connecting link between 
Continental’s Pueblo-Wichita 
route (AM-43) and their Denver- 
Kansas City route (AM-60) at the 
eastern part of Kansas; so this 
will merely be a Hutchinson-Sa- 
Tina (and return) route. 

In all of these flights, service 
is not expected to start immed- 
iately; but service to Topeka 
should be within the next six 
or eight weeks. The Continental 
service will probably be deferred 
much longer, because they have 
not as yet begun operations to 
Salina on their Denver-Kansas 
City route.

However, since this flight has 
been pending now for _ several 
years, these covers have only 6c 
postage on them and_= conse- 
quently they cannot be carried, 
but will have to go to the dead 
letter office. However, Mr. Louis 


6|J. Collier, the Huntsville Post- 


master, has arranged all covers 
alphabetically according to the 
name of the addressee; and now 
suggests that all those who sent 
covers to either himself or Mr. 
Stanard for the first flight, send 
him an additional 2c stamp for 
each cover you sent, and he will 
place these stamps on your cov- 
ers, so they will have sufficient 
postage on them. This is a very 
thoughtful gesture on the part 
of Mr. Collier, and we should all 
thank him for it. Note—If you 
addressed any covers to other 
people than yourself, when you 
send the exira postage, he sure 
to specify the names and addres- 
ses on the covers that the extra 
postage is intended for. 

This flight should occur short- 
ly, and all covers will bear an 
unofficial cachet. 


Next week, I hope to have 
more information about the “Con- 
stellation” Covers which were 
carried on the record-breaking 
Coast-to-Coast flight. An unoffi- 
cial report from an unknown 
source states that the Red Cross 
will have to turn these covers 
over to philatelic organizations 
for selling purposes, since the 
Red Cross Constitution prohibits 
it from engaging in any active 
selling such as this. In case 
they are turned back to phila- 
telic groups the money realized 
from their sales would evidently 
be donated to the Red _ Cross, 
which is in line with their Con- 
stitution. I hope to have full 
da’ next week. 

Athens, Ohio, was recently au- 
thorized as a new pick-up point 
on All-American Aviation’s route 
AM-49B (Pittsburgh, Pa, to 
Huntington, W. Va.) between 
Parkersburg, W. Va., and Pome- 
roy, Ohio. However, shortly af- 
ter I received notice of this au- 
thorization, I received another 


May 15th; which means that it is 
too late for you to send out cov- 
ers. This is the first time that 
Athens has ever received airmail 
service, and consequently, these 
first flight covers should be eli- 
gible for catalogue listings. 


Effective May list, Airmail Ser- 
vice was inaugurated on the El 
Paso-Hobbs-San Antonio exten- 
sion of AM-29; as well as on the 
new AM-63. On the AM-29 flight. 
I did not yet receive back all of 
my covers, so I can’t give a de- 
tailed report until next week, 
However there were two varia- 
tions of the cachet sponsored by 
Continental Airlines, although the 
general design was the same. Also, 
I understand that service to San 
Angelo and Big Spring has been 
deferred until a later date. In 
that case, it will be necessary to 
have inbound covers into San 
Angelo and Big Spring, since they 
wiil be new stops added to a route, 
rather than part of a new route 
or extension. More about this next 
week, 


On the AM-63 first flight, which 
is a nonstop San Francisco-Los 
Angeles route flown by Western 
Airlines. An attractive first flight 
cachet, probably sponsored by the 
carrier, was applied to all first 
flight covers at both cities as 
well as at the Los Angeles Air- 
mail field R. P. O. This cachet 
conissted of approximately thirty 
parallel horizontal lines, broken 
in the middle by an outline map 
of California. On the map, stars 
indicate San Francisco and Los 
Angeles, with a dotted line con- 
necting them. Superimposed upon 
the map is a Western Airlines DC- 
3 plane, similar to the one used in 
this service, To the right-hand
